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NOTES OF THe SOCIETY 


The society was very fortunate to have for guest speaker at the Cctober meeting Dr. 
Sanford Ae Moss of Lynn, Massachusetts, intervatiznally known as the inventor of 
the super-charger which has mede high alti'ude ilying possible. Dre Moss, who isa 
memosr of this scciety, was in Detroit on « visit with .is daughter and grandsons, 
and so uis talk, "Adventures with Silhoveties", had nothing tc do with flight, but 
was the interesting and often arusing stor; of an ardent genealogist’s chase through 
the United States and parts of Burope in an effort to fini come Lost family silhou- 
ettes. After a brief history of silhouettes, Dre Moss told the story of the Fronch 
artist, Augustin Ae Ce Fe Edouart, who visited the United States in the 1840's and 
in New Orleans cut the portraits of several members of the Moss family. It is the 
originals or the duplicates, which Edouart is known to have mado of all the portraits 
which he cuts for which Dry Moss is searching. He says that some of these silhou- 
ettes are floating around with some collector or in some museum, and he would like 
very much to locate them. Some might be marked "John Mcse” or “Rebecca Moss”. 
Others would have on the back "New Orleans 1844” with names "Samuel Moss","Mrse 
Mocs end Baby Moss” and “Ernest Moss". Some of these were sold to an unknown pere 
sou out of albums of duplicate silhouettes exhibited in various Eastern cities 
ebuut 1914, In “Antiques” for October, 1941, Dre Moss has an interesting article 
on “Silhouettes by Edouart", in which some of his family portraits are reproduced.

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The society was shocked to learn o.” the death, on October 24th in Adrian, Michigan, 
of Mrs. Henry Ce Bowen (Harriet Cole), Mrs. Bowen was born in Palmyra township on 
Septemoer 19, 1868, a descendant of pioncer settlers of Lenawee County. Her father, 
Miner T. Cole, was of New England ancestry, from Seneca County, New York; her mother, 
Mary Je Taylor, was of Scotch-Irish descent, from Lycoming County, Pennsylvania. 

She wag a member of the Lucy Wolcott Barnum Chaptcr of the Daughters of the American 
Rovoiution, the Colony of Mayflower Descendants in Toledo, Ohio, the Huguenot Soci- 
ety of Michigan and the Detroit Society for Genealogical Researche She was one of 
tne wost faithful members of this society, seldom missing a meeting until rationing 
of gas made the long drive impossible. A number of her cemetery records from New 
York end Pennsvivania have appeared in this magazine; the last one she sent us will 
appear at some future time. A notice of her last work, Vole V, "Gravestone records 
of Lerawee County, Michigan" will be found on page 1 of the September~October 1944 
issue. It is a worthy monument to years of hard work spent in devotion to her love 
of sarly American history and ger?alogy. She will be missed by many friends.

TWO ROBINSON FAMILY CEMETERIES IN COSHOCTON COUNTY, OHIO. 
Contributed by Francis Waring Robinson of Detroit, Michigan. 


On an open hilltop, a little south of Conesville, Coshocton County, Ohio, just west 
of the highway between Zanesville and Coshocton, overlooking the fortile Muskingum 
River valley and the lands where in 1601 William Robinson of Clarksburg, (West) 
Virginia, settled like a biblical patriarch witn hie sons and duvgliters, their wives

Robinson had passed through this country in 1774 and, but for the strenuous efforts 
of Logau, he might have died here from running the gauntlet and fron being burned 
ut the state. Although himself a Revolutionary soldier (as Adjutart, formerly of 
the 9th Virginia regiment, then of the 5th, he received his honorable discharge for 
ill nealth February 22, 1781, at Chesterfield Court House, Virginia), William Rob- 
ineon by 2 deed dated October 27, 1800 appears to have taken over from ‘Jiliiam 
Edcar,. Jr», of Middlesex County, New Jersey, the latter's military grent ‘dated 
April 2, 1809, signed by President John Adams) of one quarter of a township or 4000 
acres in the Ue Se Military District, located in Franklin Township in Coshocton 
County, in order that he and his family might settle here in the valley bottom 
which he had recognized a quarter century earlier as fertile farm Janc. 

To William Robinson and his wife, Margaret See (whose first husban’, Littleberry 
Rocci, was killed by Indians in 1763 on Muddy Creek in the Greonbrier District of 
Virginia) wero bora between 1766 and 1787 the following children ‘although there is 
Q& wradition, not yet proved, of another wife, possibly the mother of ull the child- 
ren 2xcopt the last two)s Mary (me John Womsloy)3; Elizaboth (m. Obadiah Davisson) ;

Benjamins John (me Nancy Johnstone and garah -----)3 Rebocca (m. Valentine John-

Few are the descendants of William Robinson in this region today and the tottering 
gravectones of his family cemetery are the only monument to this Revolutionary 
soldier and Ohio pioneer. The burial ground was visited and the visible inscrip- 
tions recorded by William Robinson's greategreat-grandson, the contributor, in July 
1940, and the record then made has been supplemented here from earlier readings by 
Helen Kyle Robinson (Mrse William Letts Robinson) and by an anonymous visitor of 
about 1899, FWR (Most of the accompanying epitaphs are not quoted here. Editor)

Eastward from Conosvillc, the road to Wills Creok crosses tho Muskingum River and 
. 7 swings in a wide curve over *Roscdalo”, tho farm of James Robinson, youngest son of 
William Robinson, the Ohio Pioncor, and climbs upward into the hills. A mile or so 
back from the river on the hill James Robinson gave land, money and materials for 
the building of Bothany Methodist Episcopal Church (crocted about 1840; demolished 
about 1920), beside which was ostablished a burial ground, in use from at least 1841 
to 1900. Now much overgrown, the only signs of this cemetery visible from the road 
are the tall white and gray obolisks on the graves of Jamos Robinson and his son, 
Wyllys, who, after James, occupied "Rosodale® and ontailed it, through his brother 
Thomas Johnson Robinson, to his nephew, Jamos Johnson Robinson, father of the con- 
tributor of these records. The cometery was visited and the inscriptions recorded 
by the contributor in 1923 and again in 1940. On tho monuments are the following 
inscriptions.

is believed for similar reasons to those advanced in the case of Sarah (No. 33 
above), to be the daughter of Agnes and Rudolph Bumgardner; John Parrill, Sr. of 
Hampshire Co., Ve. and Joseph Parrill (Perel) of Frederick County were neighbors of 
Rudolph Burgardner and had business relations with him. Christine Bumgardner was 
karried to Joha Parrill, Jr. at Winchester, Vase, Nove 11, 1786 by Rev. Alexander 
Balmain. The relationship of her husband to the two older Parrills is not clear, 
but when Johnr Sr. mace his Will in 1809 no John was named among the sons listed, so 
it is likely tnat Joan rarrill, Jre was a son of Joseph. Christine and her husband 
appear to have lived in the Cacapon Valley in Hampshire County for more than ten 
yearse In 1798 they sold their farm to William LaFollét (Hampshire Deed Records) 
and went to Greenbrier County, Vae where it seems that John Parill was a pioneer 
preacher. At any rate during the period from about 1805 to 1815 we find him per- 
forming marriage ceremonies for the sons and daughters of relatives and friends who 
had emigrated into the Greenbrier Valley from Hampshire County, I have no record 
of his children, but John Parrill of Ross County, Ohio, who served in the War of 
1812 with Jacob Hutsinpiller may havo bcen his gon. 


Notezr= Although the cnumeration of 1782 indicates that Agnes and Rudolph Bum 
gardncr had cight children we find nothing specific as to the names of others than 
the four above mentioned. There is some reason for believing one of the daughters 
was the wife of John Chenowith, Jre and that there was at least one other sone In 
1826 Reuben Bumgardner conveyed the home farm to Samuel Bumgardner who was probably 
of the familye A grave stone in the Hebron Burying Ground records a Samuel Bum-

Two large ledgers containing the names of depositors of the old Germania Bank of 
Detroit were given recently to the Burton Historical Collection of the Detroit Pub- 
lic Library by Mr. Charles 4. Kanter, President of the Manufacturers National Bank 
of Detroit. Mr. Kanter is the son of Henry Louis Kanier and grandson of Edward 
Kanter who, in 1853, organized the E,. Kanter and Coe Banking business, later known 
as the Germania Savings Bank, located on Larned §treet near Griswold. In 1871. this 
bank became the German-imerican Bank which, in turn, in 1917 became the First State 
Bank of Detroit. On March 21, 1927 the First State Bank was merged with the Gris- 
wold National Bank under the name of the Griswold-First State Bank. Later the Gris- 
wold-First State Bank became a part of the Guardian National Bank of Commerce. 
Genealogically the records are very valuable since they contain not only the signa- 
ture of cach depositor, but the place of his birth, his occupation, his age and his 
rosidencce The records begin with the organization of the Germania Bank on Sept. l, 
1868 and extend to July 1, 1871, continuing then as the recards of the Serman Amori« 
can Sank to Dece 31, 1885, While the majority of the depositors wore of German ori- 
gin, many other nationalities are repregented heres dn inteoresting account of Ed-

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EGGLESTONS IN THE MICHIGAN CENGUS 
Compiled by Frank Egleston Robbins of Ann Arbor, Michigan. 


In a study of the Eggleston family (also spelled Egleston, Eccleston, Eagleston, 
etce) the writer has accumulated a mass of data from the census records and here 
presents those from Michigan in the hope that they may be useful to others and that 
their publication may result in placing properly some of those that have not yet 
been identified. To save space, only the latter are given in fulle It should be re- 
marked that the data came not from a systematic search but were picked up by a Wash- 
ington genealogist in the course of his professional examination of the records dur- 
ing several years; consequently the list is not complete. It is reproduced just as 
it came, with the mistakes in ages, spelling and other details so frequently made 
by the census-takers.e. Most of the Michigan Egglestons, like the majority of those 
in the northern states, were descended from the immigrant Bygod Eggleston, 1587-1674, 
born in Settrington, Yorkshire, who came to Dorchester in 1630 and was one of the 
first settlers at Windsor, Cte, in 1635.
